Table III showa the number 
of sick from each district for each month

The medical charge of this Establichment 
is in my handa, There has been a greater 
number «-f admissions to Hospilal than usual | 
and a greater number of deaths. The num- 
ber of cases allowed to leave the Gaol with 
conditional pardons on account of diaeise 
have been fewer, which partly accounts for 
the. increased. number of deaths, but the
